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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 07/30/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The rejection previously cited in view of claim 1 is still considered pertinent 
to the applicant's invention. The applicant claims that his system provides for emulation 
by transferring data between a host processor and a target processor; while Proteat 
provides for DLL calls within a single processing system. The applicant further admits 
on the bottom of page 7 of the present response that there is a target procedure in a 
target DLL; but, he indicates that ther is not target processor or loading emulation 
software support for a new target processor. However, the applicant is hereby reminded 
that a target DLL inherently implies that the DLL is to be utilized in a different system 
(processor) Furthermore, in col. 2 line 65-col. 3 line 3, Proteat indicates that the various 
items are tangibly embodied in the memory 14 (local) and/or one or more data storage 
devices 20-22 (which may or may not be local) and/or received from one or more data 
communication devices coupled to the computer (i.e. transferred from a target 
processor). Therefore, the feature is considered provided for in Proteaf s system. 

The applicant's reference to claims 2-8 has been discussed in the previous 
action. The applicant indicates that the various item are known terms; which, provides 
further support for the 35 U.S.C. 103 Rejections previously presented. The remainder of 
the remarks references the features discussed above (multiple processors). Therefore, 
the previous rejection is considered proper and is hereby sustained.
